Oziginall Books, and all cauſe an Entry to be made in a Book 
fairly wꝛitten and kept foꝛ that purpoſe, ot all and every ſuch ſum 
and lums of money (in woꝛds and not in figures)as Hall be by them 
allowed; as alſo of rhe names as well of the urſt Auventurers as of 
the perſon oz perſons now tlaiming the ſame : Aud chall likewiſe 
cauſe a tranſcript of the ſaid Dziginall Books to be witten, and 
therein make from time to time as they ſhall allow of any ſum a Me- 
morandum upon the ſum ſo by them allowed and there entered; that 
the ſame is allowed to the end the lame may not be againe charg- 
ed.
